West Supplyi 
upplying 

How the prairie west has taken 
over the job of supplying its own pet- 
noleum needs is one of the: most re- 
cent stories in national development 
and was told recently at a session of 
the Tariff Board. 

F. G. Cottle, Chief Auditor of the ° 
Allberta Board of Public Utilities 
Commissioners, said that until last 
year the west was almost wholly de- 
pendent upon Miontana for its sup- 
plies of crucle oil. In 1936 nearly 
3,500,000 barrels of oil were import- 
ad into the prairies from Montana. 

Turne> Valley came in as an oil 
field and prairie refiners discontinued 
Montana purichases to such an extent 
that by the end of 1937 they were 
taking Jess than 5 percent of Mom 
tana purahases. In 1936 they had 
been taking more than half of it. To- 
day practically the only Montiana oi} 
which enters western Canada comes 
in as refined products. 

Readjustment to meet this sudden 
transformation was no small task. It 
called for construction of pipe lines, 
reductions in railway freight rates, 
expansion of refineries, and other ac- 
tivities. Producers in Turner Vailey 
benefitted by the enlanged market. 
Consumens over most of the prairie 
west benefitted by sharply reduced 
prices for light petroleum products. 

On this year’s consumption of gas- 
oline, distillate and other petroleum
